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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
such as figure 5 of Huai et al (U.S. 6,222,707) does disclose a capping layer 216 on a 
free layer 214 on a spacer layer 212 on a GMR stack (204,206,208,210) and because 
the spin valve has angled sides each of the successive layers can be considered to 
have smaller cross-sections. The pending claims define over such a reference by 
defining that the GMR stack has a uniform cross-section and the prior art does not 
anticipate or provide motivation for having a GMR stack with a first uniform cross- 
section, a spacer with a second smaller cross-section, and a free layer with an even 
smaller cross-section.
